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SCHOOL REPORT. 

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 

To the Board of Education and Citizens of Scarborough: 

In this, my eighteenth annual report, I wish to note as 
the first thought a development which, while it presents a 
temporary problem, seems most significant to the extent to 
which parents have for the best interests of their children 
put most desirable educational thought into practice. 

In my first annual report in 1914, as the greatest need 
which impressed me on assuming my position, I wrote the 
following: i% The town is large and the population scattered. 
We have in it only one grammar school. Some of our com¬ 
mon school teachers are compelled to teach thirty-two classes 
a day, averaging less than ten minutes to a class. . . . The 
child in the small school may be tremendously handicapped 
by lack of proper team work, enthusiasm, and competition. 
A lonesome boy is not liable to be very industrious.” 

Over the years from report to report are found various 
suggestions to solve this problem in spite of the difficulties 
presented by the spread of area and the scattered population. 
A definite improvement was made when the school at Dun- 
stan was developed into two rooms. In recent years wc have 
invited parents having children in the seventh and eighth 
grades in other schools to send such pupils to the Oak Hill 
school although funds have not been available for the town 
to provide transportation for such pupils. 

The response to this suggestion has been gratifying. Dur¬ 
ing the present year pupils from six other schools are taking 
advantage of this invitation. Each such pupil finds in a 
group of pupils of his grade more encouragement for good 
work than he would find as, perhaps, the single pupil of that 
grade in a school containing all grades; and the other pupils 
in the school from which he comes are better prepared be¬ 
cause of the elimination of that grade from the range which 
the one teacher must cover. This advantage to all is reflected 
not only in the larger number going to high school but by the 
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continuously higher standards of achievement by the pupils 
in high school. 

Unfortunately this splendid development has brought a 
problem of accommodation. In the seventh and eighth grade 
room in the Oak Hill school the enrollment last fall was 
forty-three pupils. Thanks to the ability of the teacher and 
the ambition of the pupils the achievement of the group has 
been good. But this is a very large group for successful work. 

In 1931-32, estimating from present enrollments, if this 
offer is extended without limits as in the past wc would have 
an enrollment of at least forty-six pupils in this room. This 
is too large a group for successful work. 

We have ail additional room in the building. If we had 
an additional teacher the groups could be so arranged as to 
provide accommodation for all who wish to take advantage 
of the present arrangement. But, as shown by the high school 
enrollment discussed later in this report, it is obvious that 
wc shall need at least a part-time teacher in the high school 
next year. Thus in our budget the additional high school 
teacher must come first. We realized that in this year of de¬ 
pression it would be unwise to seek the salaries of two addi¬ 
tional teachers. 

Thus in meeting the problem of accommodation it may be 
necessary to limit to a maximum of forty the number of 
seventh and eighth grade pupils in Oak Hill school next Fall. 
If this is necessary, such limitation will be based on justice 
to each pupil and the school from which he would come. Of 
course all pupils who would normally attend the Oak Hill 
school will be admitted. Also all pupils from other schools 
now attending Oak Hill will be allowed to continue. xVfter 
these two groups are cared for, remaining applicants, to the 
maximum of the group, will be admitted on the basis of the 
individual's situation in the other school which lie would 
normally attend. For instance, a pupil who is the only one 
in the eighth grade would be allowed to transfer if possible. 
Pupils in outlying schools which are approaching crowded 
conditions would be favored. Eighth grade pupils would be 
favored over seventh-grade pupils. After the maximum of 
forty pupils has been reached, the remaining applicants will 
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be placed on a waiting list to be admitted as soon as an 
opening occurs. 

Of course we hope such limitation will not be necessary 
in the coming year and every effort will be made to arrange 
the groupings to avoid it. Such limitation will inevitably be 
necessary in 1932-33, unless the additional teacher is pro¬ 
vided. Hut we hope that by a year from now the depression 
will have passed and the salary for such additional teacher 
will be available. 

Uniox Sc iioou. 

Somewhat in line with the advantages of grade grouping 
suggested above, has been the closing of the Union School 
conducted by Huxton and Scarborough. Two Scarborough 
pupils formerly in that school arc now attending schools in 
Gorham and obtaining the benefit of a graded school. This 
is without a tuition charge and with transportation furnished 
by our town. 

The Elementary School Program. 

The jjrogress along the academic lines in our elementary 
schools shows increasingly the possibilities when good teach¬ 
ers. adequately prepared, and provided with suitable equip¬ 
ment arc on our staff. The standard is constantly higher 
and the adaptation of the work to the individual pupil has 
been ever greater. 

The reports on the health examinations, which are ap¬ 
pended to this report, arc interesting and encouraging. 
Around the first of December, 32S of our 397 elementary 
pupils were examined. Tt is most encouraging to note that 
out of the 259 defects reported, 104 have already been cor¬ 
rected. It is hoped that this good work by families will con¬ 
tinue to the end that the pupil's educational achievement and 
his later success in life may not be handicapped by physical 
defects which may be now corrected with comparatively lit¬ 
tle trouble or expense. 

The aim of modern education is not merely knowledge but 
habits leading to correct attitudes and action. The develop¬ 
ment of thrift through systematic school savings in our Oak 
Hill School has been hopeful. Starting with total deposits of 
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$33.75 in 192S, tlic total in 1929 was $358.83, and this year 
up to December 5, 1930, $355.11 was deposited. While it 
is not our intent to impose such plan on any school, it is 
hoped that with the support of parents, school savings will 
be restored in the high school and extended to other elemen¬ 
tary schools throughout the town. 

The book in class and library, in spite of the many fine de¬ 
velopments of other types of material, will remain the basis 
of transmission of knowledge. Owing to the rapid develop¬ 
ment of new information through recent discovery and in¬ 
vention, it has been difficult to keep our textbooks abreast 
of the times, but in this we have made reasonable progress. 

Our greatest need at present is more enriching library 
material. The library at Black Point lias been of great assist¬ 
ance and the librarian has shown an intelligent desire to 
serve the needs of our children. Incidentally, we believe 
that the small appropriation requested for this library this 
year, should it be granted, will be an excellent start in sup¬ 
porting a cultural and recreational service to the community 
and its schools. The report of Principal Besscy on the high 
school library is gratifying. Private contributions have been 
of great assistance in building up this particular library. 
During the year, a teachers’ professional library has been 
started at Oak Hill. In the near future we hope that there 
will be substantial additions to these as well as all other 
school libraries in town. 

An informal course in music appreciation, under the di¬ 
rection of Mrs. Milliken, has recently been introduced into 
all our elementary schools. In this way, considerable has 
been accomplished in discovering and developing musical 
tastes and abilities of our pupils. 

High School Enrollment. 

As indicated in further detail by Principal Besscy ? s re¬ 
port, our high school, with a total of 115 pupils, showed an 
enrollment in January, 1931, twenty per cent greater than 
that in January, 1930. 

It is interesting that from 1920 to 1930, according to 
census figures, the population of the town increased 33 per

cent; during the same ten years, the high school enrollment 
increased 53 per cent 

This growth is gratifying in its promise for the future of 
Scarborough. Based on present enrollments in the grade 
schools, without allowance for the increase due to growth of 
the town, we estimate that the enrollment in the fall of 1931 
will be about 128; in 1932, about 147; in 1933, about 152. 

As indicated at the beginning of this report, this growth 
has. of course, brought its problems. It has been necessary 
to increase the number of teacher hours. The addition of a 
teacher of manual arts for hoys during the past year lias 
eared for some of the increase in pupil hours and also broad¬ 
ened the curriculum. Next fall additional teacher service, 
full or part time, will be necessary to care for the further 
increase. 

High School Curriculum. 

In line with plans promoted during the recent years, man¬ 
ual arts for boys was introduced this fall. An excellent 
teacher was obtained. The expense of equipment was largely 
reduced through his work and that of his pupils. They have 
also made a line stage setting for the school. About 70 per 
coni of the high school hoys are enrolled in this work. In ad¬ 
dition a similar opportunity has been offered to the boys of 
the seventh and eighth grades and the response has been 
grat ifving. 

The developments in our home economics has similarly 
broadened the opportunity for girls. With the aid of an ad¬ 
ditional federal grant which was made possible, our teacher 
is also available for home service during two months when 
schools arc not in session. Most pleasing is the report that 
our students are giving more useful service in their own 
homes and that their ideas gained through this instruction 
are being welcomed. By such opportunity for home practice 
of skills gained in school, such a course can be made to func¬ 
tion in its greatest service to the pupil and the community. 

It is planned next year to extend this home economics in¬ 
struction to girls in the seventh and eighth grades on the 
same elective basis on which manual arts is offered to boys 
in the same grades. This will be done without additional 
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financial demand on the town as this extension will further 
add to our state and federal financial grants. 

Buildings. 

During recent years, thanks to the support given our pro¬ 
gram of building maintenance and improvement, onr school 
buildings have been put in reasonably good condition. Dur¬ 
ing the past year, a hot water system has been provided for 
the home economics laboratory in the high school and showers 
are about to be installed. Kinc of our elementary school 
building's now in use are equipped with electric lights. Six 
of our eleven buildings have modern heating. The installa¬ 
tion of the new heater in the Oak Hi 11 School this year was 
a big improvement. We hope to modernize the heating in two 
schools during the coining year. Pour of our buildings, in¬ 
cluding the high school, have modern seating equipment. The 
buildings are now all in good general repair. 

Budget. 

Our current expense budget calls only for such funds as 
will retain and provide an adequate well trained and prop¬ 
erly equipped teaching force and buildings maintained at a 
point where expensive deterioration will not take place. 

Our only request for additional .appropriation is for the 
grading of the high school lot. We believe that this can be 
made a part of the community’s program for relief of unem¬ 
ployment, thereby providing needed work; that the work will 
be done at a lower cost than would otherwise be possible; that 
the appearance of our high school site, now unfavorable com¬ 
mented upon by the casual observer, will be made an attrac¬ 
tion to the town, and that a completed artistic setting for the 
building will have its good effect on the pupils. 

School and Community. 

It is always difficult for a superintendent to express his 
depth of gratitude to a cooperative Board of Education, staff, 
and community. It is one of those situations where it is poor 
taste to “call names.” This may offend the modesty of the 
named and also offend some equally helpful person who has 
not been named. 
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When a women’s organization always stands ready to assist 
the schools in any worthy project; when two organizations 
assist one of our graduates to continue his higher education; 
when a public-spirited citizen furnishes a school with play¬ 
ground apparatus; when the people enthusiastically support 
the schools in their athletic and other activities; when com¬ 
munities join with the children in worthy benevolences; 
when the parents in several localities assist in providing hot 
lunches for flic pupils; when the Board of Education is earn¬ 
est, conscientious, and most thoughtfully cooperative in con¬ 
sidering every proposal; when teachers and citizens are will¬ 
ing to give their time to Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts, clubs, and 
other community activities which supplement the aims of the 
schools; when teachers are persons of culture whose example 
is being reflected in the mental and emotional growth of our 
pupils; and when the entire staff is giving unstintingly of 
itself in its classroom activities to the end that our hoys and 
girls may leave our schools not only equipped with the neces¬ 
sary knowledge and skills but also with those attitudes which 
mark a cultured and socially cooperative being,—when all 
these things arc happening throughout the year, is it any 
wonder that the superintendent is humbly appreciative of the 
fact that only through such cooperation could Scarborough 
have had the splendid year of progress which we are able to 
report ?

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Report of Principal of High School. 

To Superintendent F . H. B . IIcold: 

I herewith submit my tenth annual report as principal of 
Scarborough High School. 

Our enrollment is again the largest in the history of the 
school and is distributed as follows: Seniors, twenty-eight; 
Juniors, twenty-five; Sophomores, twenty-three; Freshmen, 
thirty-nine; a total of one hundred and fifteen pupils. This 
shows a ten per cent increase over that at the beginning of 
last year. The enrollment in January, 1031, was twenty per 
cent greater than that in January, 1930. This latter condi¬ 
tion is due to the fact that the student mortality rate this 
year is practically negligible as but two pupils have left school 
and they are attending school elsewhere. I hope that I am 
not too optimistic in believing that this almost unbroken con¬ 
tinuance of pupils in high school is resulting from the facts 
that our school is functioning better than ever before and 
that parents, in these times of business depression and un¬ 
employment, are truly realizing the need and value of keep¬ 
ing their children in school just as long as possible. 

The most important development in our program of work 
has been the institution of a Ifanual Training Department. 
The popularity of this course is attested to by the fact that 
seventy per cent of the boys are enrolled in it. The work thus 
far has consisted chiefly of woodworking and the proper use 
of tools and of mechanical drawing. !Mr. Hallett, the in¬ 
structor, and the Senior division have constructed a stage-set, 
which attracted very favorable comment when used in the 
production of the annual Senior drama. 

On three afternoons of each week, all boys in the seventh 
and eighth grades of the schools in town who elect the privi¬ 
lege are given instruction in manual training. I would rec¬ 
ommend that, beginning with the fall of 1931, the girls of 
these grades be extended the privilege of instruction in home 
economics at the high school building. 

A highly successful innovation in our daily program of 
work was the holding of a complete forenoon session of school 
on the evening of November 19. Its object was to allow the 
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citizens of Scarborough an opportunity to visit the school 
and to observe it under real working conditions. About sev¬ 
enty-five visitors were present. 

A recent inventory of books in our school library revealed 
the fact that we now possess approximately five hundred 
books of fiction, three hundred books of non-fiction, and thir¬ 
teen sets of reference works and encyclopedias. 

Scarborough High School maintained its splendid record 
in public speaking when Miss Ruth Pillsbury of the class 
of 1930, after winning the Cumberland County Trial Con¬ 
test, won the third prize of twenty-five dollars in the Spear 
State of Maine Contest, which was held at Augusta last May. 

Two members of the Senior Class, Lillian McCullough and 
George Douglas, won County championships in 4-H Club 
work this year, and a third member of the class, Hope Per¬ 
ga ft o, won a free trip to Chicago to attend the annual meet¬ 
ing of the National 4-H Club Congress by being adjudged 
the most outstanding 4-H Club member in the State of 
Maine during the past year. 

Our most marked achievement in athletics during 1930 
was the winning of the Lewiston Championship Tourney for 
small schools. In the Triple C Leagues, our teams won firsts 
in both indoor and outdoor track and field sports, and seconds 
in basketball and swimming. The girls have experienced but 
three losses in basketball in over two years. As soon as our 
athletic field is completed and ready for use, we shall add 
baseball to our list of sports. 

Never before in the twelve years which I have served as 
principal of Scarborough High School has there been a finer 
spirit of cooperation and loyalty among the members of the 
faculty and I believe that this augurs well for the future ef¬ 
ficiency of the school. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Superintendent and the 
members of the Board of Education for their cooperation and 
help in the administration of my duties.
